The Kentucky Experiment Station 
is in tho midst of a vigorous silo cam- 
paina and will furnish during the com- 
iiiij months fit^o Bui)ervlHlon of the 
buildiuK of all kinds of silos. A num- 
b'T of exijarts under the general direc- 
(ioti of the writer are employed to su 
pervif-c llic construction of lliese siios 
lu most eases concrete siruciui' s are 
being erected, altbough aupervision of 
wooden silos wtU bt tomtahed when 
requested. 

There are at present about one hun- 
dred concrete alios In Kentucky and 
these are giving excellent satisfaction. 
Seventy-five new silos will be erected 
in one county alone and there are a 
number of other iounties where tho 
number will mount up into the scores. 

Advantages of the Concrete 8llo. 

They may be constructed by the 
farmer with his regular help, using 
stone and gravel oblaluable on his 
own farm. 

The concrete silo is the atrongeat 
and most durablOi aad la not subject 
to rotting. 

Concrete silos do aot blow down. 

They do not need painting or r»> 
pairs. 

They are flre-proof, rustproof, and 

verntln-proof. 

Tliey are not unduly expensive. Tho 
averatfo cost of the concrete silo is no 
greater than the manufactured wood en 
silo set up. 

Stone for silo making should be 
haiiU-d and broken at odd times when 
other farm work Is not pressing. On 
many Kentucky farms they may be 
picked up off of the liurface of the 
ground. Stone, sand, cement, rein- 
forcing material, forms, soatfolding 
material and all other thlnga needed 
in construction, should be on hand and 
In t i-adinesR before the actual work of 
buildinK the si!o is begun. 

An aveivige of a large number of 
silo.'! eon.siructed In Kentucky shows 
that the eopr ranges in tlie neiftlibor- 
hood of $J.T5 per ton capacity.

$".M> uo. t)ne 10 by 30 cost $:(OU.0O in- 
cludinn foundation, root and all ma- 
teiials and labor. 

Most of the cencrote silos erected in 
tliis state have cost little more than 
the manufactured stave silo, and many 
have l>een built for considerably leas. 

How the* Concret* Silo is Made; 
The alio consists of a circular wall 6 
Inohea thick, this being reinforced or 
strencthened by placing In it during 
the process of construction, good 
Itrong woven wire fencing material. 
In making the wall two cir>:ular forms 
are used, nn inner and an outer form, 
eac-h consisting of .'(' to L'4 g.-iuge sheet 
steel made in circular shape and 
strengthened and held in shape by a 
wooden frame work. Each form la 
made in four sectioiy. In the six-inch 
space which is left between the two 
forms the reinforcing and concrete are 
placed, the concrete mixture consist 
Ing of orushed stone, aand and cement. 
The forms are about three fset high. 
During the process of construction one 
fill la made each day. The following 
day the forms are raised and again 
filled and this l.s continued until the 
de.-lred height is re.-ichod. 

How Forms May lie Obtained: A 
number of coininc r<-ial concerns have 
begun the const I'.K t Ion of forms for 
sal". The foliowing jirices were 
rharKe<i by one llrni during the year 
1913 and include 4he forma complete 
r««dy for use In building silos: 
A set of forms for a 13 ft. silo. .$47.26 
A set of forms for a 14 ft. silo.. &4.2S 
A set of forms for a 15 ft. silo. . 69.26 
A set of forms for a IG ft. silo.. 62.26 

The Department of Dairying of the 
Kenttieky A/uicultiirni Experiment 
.Si.tiion has had constructed a number 
of forms for the purpose ot renting 
for a nominal sum (110.00 plus the 
trausportatlon) and these may be se- 
cured by a prospective silo builder. It 
application Is made some time In ad- 
vance. 

For those who do not wish to rent 
In this way, the department will fur- 
nlslj free of enst dr.-i'AiuL-s and detailed 
desi-rlptions for bulhiiim forms. Any 
good < aripeiiier with the aid of a black- 
smith, iii.iy, by following the direc- 
tions and drawings, construct these 
forms. Uy using the drawings and de- 
scriptions furnished by the Experi- 
ment Station, forms may be built In 
many Instances for considerably less 
than the prices quoted above. 

One set ot silo forms can easily be 
used for the construction of six or 
eight silos. Several farmers may club 
together and buy a set of forms, thus 
reducing tlie cost to e.-u h. Wlien this 
cannot be done one farmer may buy a 
set of forms and after u.-iiig them 
rent them to his neighbors so that he 
may get buck the entire amount ol 
money expended for iheni. This can 
nearly always be done for the reason 
that when one concrete silo is built in 
a community other farmers seeing the 
advantages of it will be sure to want 
to build.— W. D. NichollR, Kentucky 
College of Agriculture.

FAULTY METHOD OF PACKING EGGS 




HOPE FOR THE BALD HEAD 

Sewing Haire on Scalps Is Proving 
Swaeesaful— Fine Qold WIrea 
Are Used. 

A method ot aewlng halm la the 
human scalp In eases of partial or 
total baldness has been successfully 
used In several instances by noctor 
Szekely, at the hospital of Halnt Ste- 
phane at nudapent, ond a report ap- 
pear.s in the Ix>ad<in 'lifu' s 

The number of liair.s ' pl.ii.ted' in 
the head of a patient has been as 
many aa Cu.ooo. One hundred hairs 
are drawn through punctures in the 
scalp to every square centimeter, and 
as both ends are left free, the number 
Is thus 200, or over one thousand to 
each square Inch. 'Very fine gold 
wires are used, one flve-hundre.ths ot 
an inch In diameter, and fine long 
hairs from a woman's head are at 
Inched at tho middle of these. The 
gold loop or knot acts as an "anchor," 
and after sterili-zntlon is introduced 
Into th(\ subcutaneous tissue, -where 
It is slightly twisted, and holds the 
hnir permanently In position. It Is 
stated that 500 hairs can thus bo In- 
troduced into the scalp within three- 
quarters of an hour. 

Doctor Bsekeljr has designed a spe- 
cial instrument tor Introducing and 
fixing the gold wires.

et'g^, eoinaining ti.n'jU dozen, l-lvcry 
i-(-g wuK ('xainiiied and tho ioi-atlon 
in the i.irdboard partitions of each 
bi-ol.eii I'gg on each layer of eg.'.;s was 
charted to determine whether break- 
age was unusually heavy in any partic- 
ular point of the box.. It was found, 
however, that the breakage in the 
packing bouses was distributed 
throughout the case. 

As a result ot this examlnattoa ot 
packed caaoa egg by egg, it waa foaad 
that IS.tS eggs per case on an average, 
or 6.S4 per cent, had cracked shells be- 
i fore they were put on the railroad 
I cars. These eggs were then repacked 
< and shipped to distant points, and 
I again examined egg by egg on their

These figures, however, do not at all { 
represent the actual total damage from 
breakage.

How to Reduce the Losses. 

The f,)llow-ing ureliiuinary sugges- 
tions for tile > . iisideration of the egg 
shipping industry Is offered; 

(1) The Package. Use only sound, 
new cases and new lids. Never re-uss 
fillers and flats. These are the card- 
board partitions In. the casaa. It has 
been found that fillers that have once 
been used are very apt to have their 
"ears" as the little projections that 
keep the eggs from the sides of the 
case are culled, bcut or weakened so 
that the egg may hit the box when tht 
lu)X Is juired or moved. 

(2) Packing the Kggs. Use mora 
(-are in h.indling eggs to pro\ent 
cracked slu-li -; do not permit eg^:i at 
ready crH<-ked to enter the case, an in- 
spect ion system is necessary in youi 
candling. In the final analysis it Id tha 
manager who is most Commonly in- 
ofllcleni — not the labor. 

(3) Stowing. Handle tka eases mora 
carefully. Make a tight load. An egg 
that has once gotten wet will spoli 
very rapidly, because water will wnsb 
off the substance that tends to preruat 
bacteria or air eatering the
